produced. It occurred in the Ardsley Handicap, tiie 
stake feat lire of the afternoon. From it War 
Pennant emerged victorious after it thrilling con- 
test with S. C. Hildreth’s new purchase. Cirrus. 
After one false start the quartette of starters were 
away to a fast lioginning and ran to the first turn 
so closely aligned that they could not Is* separated. 
War Pennant hud fortunately drawn the inside post 
Is.sitiou, and through la, rtus’ vigorous efforts In 
was enabled to maintain his |Hisithui to the turn 
where in* drew away into a slight lead, Cirrus, 
between Ophelia and Young Adam, finally disposia! 
of them on tin* turn and set out after the Macombcr 
candidate. Slowly under I.yke’s strong urging he 
reduced the leader’s advantage and joined issue with 
him in the final sixteenth. It was nip and tuck 
from there home. War Pennant lasting to win by a 
.hurt head. With iKist positions reversed it is 
possible that tiie result might also have been 
changed. Tiie supporters of I >oth gave their re- 
spective choices a great ovation on the return to the 
scales, the winner lieing particularly favored. 

SOFT SPOT FOR NATURALIST.

He was one of five had aetors 
that sorely tried Starter Cassidy’s patience for 
several minutes. They were finally dispatched 
when they were )M*rmitt<*d to walk to the barrier. 
Naturalist assumed immediate command and held 
liis opposition safe at all stages. Hank O’Day. 
tiie worst offender during the post delay, was 
away slowly and refused to extend himself at any 
part of the race. 

Barry Shannon scored a lucky victory in tiie sec- 
ond race. Ilis display of early sliced enabled him 
to secure a big lead, but lie was tiring rapidly in 
flu* last seventy yards and barely lasted long enough 
to get a neck decision over SnaiMlragou II. Robin- 
son’s overconfident ride on the favorite was partly 
responsible for liis defeat- He permitted Snap- 
dragon II. to race along in the rear in leisurely 
fashion during the early running, and while tin 
Miller representative closed up resolutely when 
called on rounding the far turn, he could not quite 
overtake tie* leader, just failing to get up. 

Billy McCloy finally managed after many fail- 
ures to graduate from the ranks of the maidens 
liv lending from start to finish in the o|M*iiing dash. 
Bright. Angel’s efforts to overcome tin* handicap 
of being caught unprc|iared at the start told on 
her at the end ami she liareiy saved second place.

Trainers Keeping Their Horses in Condition in Ex- 
pectation of Early Opening of Meeting. 

Cincinnati. O.. October 24. — It is still a ease of 
marking time at Latonia pending definite informa- 
tion of what may In* expected in the way of proceed 
ing with the plans for the deferred opening of tiie 

I.atonia Jockey Club’s fall race meeting, which is 
now two weeks behind the scheduled date for its 
inauguration on account of the influenza situation 

General Manager John Haehineister is in central 
Kentucky conferring with the health authorities of 
the state over the prospects for a lifting of the 
ban against public gatherings which has prevented 
the opening of the race meeting. It was announced 
from the office of the Kentucky State Board of 
Health at Bowling Green that the hoard probably 
would meet today to consider tiie modification of the 
restrictions in some sections of Kentucky where 
the epidemic lias been checked. It was intimated 
that the situation in the state is generally satis- 
factory except in some of the mining and rural 
districts. So there is some hope of relief within the 
next few days. 

The track was in fair condition today after having 
lieen muddy for several days, and the course was 
fairly alive with horses at work. Owners of 
stables are keeping their racers on edge so as to 
be able to take part in the racing at short notice. 
If no more rain falls the track will Is* iif its 
normally fast condition tomorrow. 

J. B. Respess, who recently scored it notable 
triumph in bringing that distinguished cripple, the 
unbeaten Last t’oin, liack to the races, is evi- 
dently planning to duplicate that feat in the case 
of Dodge, the Iaitonia Derby winner of 19111. which 
lie has just purchased from A. K. Macoinlier. Dodge 
a son of Jim Gaffney, went wrong in training last 
year mid lias, lieen at the Headley farm at Lex- 
ington ever sinee. His new owner will at once 
transfer him to his Highland Farm stud at Er- 
langer, Ky., and if t!>e horse fails to stand train- 
ing lie will lie used for breeding purposes, which is 
the ultimate purpose of liis acquirement by Mr. 
Itesjiess in any event. 

Former jockey D. Lindsey suffered a broken leg 
by a fall from a horse that he was exercising at the 
track today. 

ENGLISH RACING AND WAR FUNDS 

Australian racing clubs have done much in the 
way of contributing to various war funds, and in 
the I’nited States big sums are lieing given out of 
the coffers of numerous racing associations. What 
Iiave the English rai*eeourses done? Individual 
iwners, IsMikmakers and backers are not referred to 
—the great majority of them have subscribed in 
liberal fashion to one fund or another. Everyone 
knows that most of the English racecourse com- 
panies have been more or less badly hit h.v the 
stoppage of racing, stopiied through no fault of 
their own, but large sums could have lieen realized 
by means of Red Cross meetings and so on. and 
would have lieen had not the government intervened. 
I am imiielled to these remarks when I reflect that 
the Hongkong Jockey Club in the course of tin* 
last three years lias given $19,400 to St. Dim- 
stan's Hostel for Blinded Soldiers and Sailors, 
$1 S.»nni to Hongkong war charities’ fund. $4,070 
to tin* British Red Cross fund, and $1,000 to tin* Blue 
Cross fund. Hail it not lieen for the disastrous fire 
during the races at Hongkong this year, in whieh 
OOt) lives (mostly Chinese) were lost, with the 
result that the races were abandoned, the war 
charities subscription would have lieon considerably 
increased. Another eastern club, the Shanghai 
Race Club, during 1915-17. donated five airplanes 
(four scouts and one battle plane) to the Royal 
Flying Corps at a cost of $41.2.iO. All Ibis canu* 
from racing, and it is regrettable indeed that owing 
to the curtailment of racing in tills country by the 
government England has lagged behind.— “Vigilant” 
in Loudon Sportsman.

Beneath the shadow of a rude wooden cross 
“somewhere in France” lies one of the heroes of the 
great war. He gave of his best. In the attempt 
he fell in the pathway pointing to Berlin and allied 
victory. His would he but a limited joy could 
he awake to see the thousand hordes of victors 
tramping on. and. as they go, rolling back the 
teeming masses of Huns. For our hero was only 
a race horse. But Rockspring — the hero — was a good 
fighter and proved it on track and battlefield. He 
did his share to blast a hole into the human wall 
that reared itself in Hnnn’sh frightfulness against 
France, and it required three severe shell wounds 
and one siege of pneumonia to stop the gallant 
son of Martimas. With his master. Major W. I. S. 
Hendrie. Hamilton. Canada. Rockspring shared three 
years of warfare in France and took his share of 
hardships that are part of a charger’s life. 

Blit Rockspring was only true to family traditions 
He was proof that blood counts with horses, as 
witii men. in warfare. This game nine-year-old 
gelding was by the Futurity winner of 1H9S. Marti- 
mas, dam Springwells. He was, therefore, half- 
brother to Spriiigside, this year’s winner of the 
King’s Plate. He was a hardy sort of racer, and 
lieing of that thick, stocky conformation, it was 
little wonder that owner Sir John Hendrie thought 
him worthy to carry liis own son to Imttle, and so 
made a personal gift of him to the major. 

So after several years as a useful performer 
Rockspring hid farewell to his stablematcs at the 
Hendrie farm. His days of racing to the cheers 
of thousands were nnmliered, and leaving behind 
him the gaiety of liis former days lie had to Lake 
up liis drab duties of winning the war to the ac- 
companiment of Is siming guns. 

Life, however, at the front was not one whole 
round of hard work. On more than one occasion 
Uockspring was given a chance to remember tiie 
days of youth and gaiety. On these occasions lie 
showed lie had lost none of liis former si»eed. He 
took his share of honors when raced against other 
officers’ horses. Some pretty fair English thor- 
oughbreds comiieted, but Koekspring always man- 
aged to get his nose in front. 

That as a thoroughbred lie was well fitted for 
work at the front was shown when he recovered 
twice from shell wounds and once from pneumonia. 
Only when he got “liis” for the third time did 
this gallant son of Martimas fail to respond to tiie 
bugle call. 

R0CKSFRING LIKE A GOOD SOLDIER. 

They buried him where he fell and, like a good 
soldier, he was remembered. A little wooden cross 
bears witness that he died facing the enemy. The 
testimony of ids master was a true one, "He was 
a fine, game horse.” 

Hearing of Rockspriug’s sacrifice, trainer Ed 
Whyte, of tin* Hendrie stable, declared: “He 

was ail honest old horse.” Ed Wliyte speaks of 
Koekspring as a hard fryer. During hi* three -year 
career on Canadian and American tracks, Koekspring 
earned some $3,600 and won five races iu thirty- 
four starts. W bile not a large purse winner, liis 
trainer declared Rockspring always managed to 
pay liis way. 

Had not the war brought him fame, Koekspring 
would have lieen remembered for liis sire — Marti- 
mas. Tin* sire had an enviable record, winning 
$53,000 in all. In addition to the Futurity he won 
the Fort Erie Derby. Nautilus Stakes and Toronto 
Cup of 1899. Patience was bred in Koekspring by 
Martimas. son of Candlemas. He won the Futurity 
after waiting at the post for an hour and thirty- 
five minutes. Martimas’ dam, Biggonet. made his- 
tory by winning from her company after a wait of 
one hour and forty minutes at the post. 

On liis dam’s side, Koekspring acquired a fine 
burst of speed. Springwells was a fast starter 
and could cover three-quarters in 1:12 and tiie mile 
in less than 1:40. 

This story would not he complete without a 
reference to Sir John Hemlrie’s trainer, Ed Wliyte. 
He is one of the best known horsemen of the 
province and. in fact, well known on all American 
tracks. He has trained some splendid iierformers 
in his day. He lias been training f or Hendrie 
since 1897. Ed Whyte was last seen in the saddle 
in the Hendrie colors in 1889. when he was third on 
Mr. Hendrie’s Lou* Shot, sou of Ling Taw, to 
Colonist and Bonnie luo.

MILITARY HORSE ON EXHIBITION 

San Francisco, Cal., October 24.— What T’ncle 
Sam requires of the military horse, how he is 
trained to obey with precision and how the well- 
trained animal behaves when his schooling is fin- 
ished — these are points that will be exemplified 
at the great San Francisco live stock show scheduled 
to open here November 2. 

The military authorities will take advantage of 
the fact that the best live stock men of the west 
will be at the show with specimens of their animals 
Officers from the remount station at Camp Fre- 
mont will bring to the show some of their best 
trained mounts — lighter horses for the cavalry, 
heavier ones for the artillery and flue saddle horses 
for tiie higher commanding officers. These will be 
put through their paces and the qualities the army 
demands in an animal explalucd aud the reasons 
therefor.

Influenza Situation Throughout 

State Shows Big Improvement.

Hope Now Entertained for Re- 
sumption of Racing at Laurel 
by Next Monday. 



Baltimore. Md., Oetober 24. — Tiie encouraging 
riqsirts of the last several days on the influenza 
situation here, culminating in a still licttcr one to- 
day. resulted in orders by tiie city health authori- 
ties removing some of tiie restrictions adopted to 
aid in cheeking tiie spread of the disease. It. w: s 
also nqiorted that tin* improvement throughout tiie 
state continues. 

After hearing those riqiorts. tiie officials of the 
Maryland State Fair, which operates the Laurel 
race track, togetiier witii the horsemen who have 
their horses quartered there, expressed tliemxelw s 
as optimistic over the outlook for an early re- 
sumption of the s|s>rt in Maryland. 

I-ocal devotees of racing had expected that the 
ban against public gatherings would lie lifted in 
time to resume tin* Laurel meeting next Saturday, 
tmt it is now thought that it may he isissilih* to 
I log iii Monday." 

Everyone hero and elsewhere in the east is 
hoping that tin* s|H>rt will Is* resumed by Monday 
at the latest, especially iu view of the fact that 
that is the date agreed upon for the special race 
between Billy Kelly and Eternal. 

With tiie close of the New York fall season at 
Empire City Saturday, the majority of the horse- 
men racing there are expected to shin lien* for tiie 
coming Pimlico meeting, scheduled to liegin Friday. 
November 1. 

Something definite in the nature of an announce- 
ment as to whether or not Laurel will be able 
to <q>en Monday is expected tomorrow. 

Trainers lierea bouts are busily engaged these days 
keeping their horses on edge and will be prepared 
when the glad tidings are announced. 

PLANS FOR JEFFERSON PARK MEETING 

Purses Will Be Increased and Percentage of Re- 
ceipts Will Go to Red Cross. 

New Orleans. La., Oetober 24. — G. D. Bryan, 
part owner of the Thorncliffe race track iu Canada, 
the Bowie track in Maryland anil several other race 
courses, among them Jefferson Park, is an arrival 
in New Orleans. Mr. Bryan motored here from 
Florida, when* he was delayed several weeks witii 
a touch of influenza. 

It was believed that with the arrival of Mr. 
Bryan, definite dates would Ik* announced for Jef- 
ferson Park's winter racing season. But Mr. 
Bryan says neither lie nor the local directors of the 
Jefferson Parish Fair Association will be able to 
tell what they will do until they meet and disenss 
tin* situation. 

Because of the long lapse that would have existed 
in racing dates if the Kentucky season lmd elosed 
November 2, as originally scheduled, it at first was 
rumored that Jefferson Park would open its 1918 
season a week or two earlier than Thanksgiving 
Day. But now that Latoniu’s opening has been 
postiHined. it is probable Jefferson Park will not 
o]ieu before Thanksgiving Day. 

A fine program is being planned by Jefferson 
Park direetors. It already has lieen announced 
then* will lie a material increase in purses aud sev- 
eral stake races are under consideration. Races to 
which Liberty Bonds will bo attached will lie run 
every day, and then* will also In* War Savings 
Stamp purses. Five per cent of all winning purses 
will go to tin* Bed Cross, according to present plans. 

Manager Anthony Koupricli has been working 
with a force of men on tiie Shrewsbury fair grounds 
and the track is fast rounding into condition. Sev- 
eral stables an* quartered then*, and many of the 
horses already are being worked around the track. 
Top o’ th’ Morning. W. C. Weant’s tried old per- 
former, is about tiie best known horse here now. 
He is being prepared for a strenuous winter season.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

Austria-Hungary already is reconciled to the idea 
of unconditional capitulation, says a Vienna dis- 
patch to the Frankfort Zeitung. because Vienna 
is threatened with famine, the authorities are 
I»oweriess and laws are no longer enforced. Hun- 
gary intends to apply direct to the allied govern- 
ments to ascertain on what terms they will grant 
an armistice and peace to Hungary, it is reported in 
IMditical circles in Ruda|icst, according to a Zurich 
dispatch to the Journal. 

The British have taken more than 6.000 prisoners 
and matiy guns in their new attack. Ix-guii Wednes- 
day morning on the front below Valenciennes 
There are indications that the Germans either are 
carrying out or are on the verge of beginning 
u retreat from the Scheldt line, as the British 
north of Valenciennes push out in the direction of 
Mous and Maubeuge. They are less than eighteen 
miles from Mens and about fifteen from Maubeuge. 

Denial that Germany lias ordered the cessation of 
all destruction whatsoever on the western front 
is made by the semi-official North German Gazette 
of Berlin. The newspaper also denies newspaper 
reiKirts from outside Germany that German sub- 
marines luive Inch recalled to their bases. 

Wireless messages rweived from the north said 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company’s steamer 
Princess Sophia. Iiouiul south frail Skagway, Alaska, 
went ashore on Vanderbilt Reef, Lynn Canal, near 
Skagway. It was believed here the Sophia carried 
a capacity load of passengers. 

A dispatch from Holland yesterday says Austrian 
newspapers declare it will be difficult to supply 
Vienna with food now that imports from Poland 
are shut off on account of the Hungarian situa- 
tion and the closing of the Bohemian and Moravian 
frontiers. 

Boy scouts in Hamburg and other German cities 
are beiug armed with machine guns and are used 
frequently in quelling strike outbreaks, according 
to information reaching the American intelligence 
departme n t. 

The British cabinet met yesterday morning pre- 
sumably t« discuss President Wilson’s reply to 
Germany. The reply was received by the foreign 
office from the British embassy at Washington. 

A. Stamford White, president of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, died yesterday of influenza. He had been 
ill for two weeks. 

The allies have agreed on terms of an armistice, 
according to information reaching London yesterday. | 



There for the Sportsman’s 
Entertainment. 



“How dear to this heart are the scenes of my 
childhood 

When fond recollection presents them to view.” 

In these opening lines of “The Old Oaken Bucket” 
Samuel Woodworth has expressed a sentiment en- 
tertained by almost every civilized person. 

My earliest recollection carries me back to the 
days of infancy in a little log cabin on the west 
(right) baifk of the lies Moines River in what 
afterward became Marion County, Iowa, at about 
the middle of the lifetime of the territorial form 
of government of that now great and prosperous 
commonwealth. 

There lived my father with his family— wife, 
daughter and son — three miles from the nearest 
white neighbors and. to all intents and purposes, 
among the Sac and Fox Indians. We were on most 
intimate terms with these liohlc red men from 
whom we received many visits. Frequently as many 
as a dozen of them, paddling up or down the river 
in their big basswood canoes, would land at our 
door, come in and say “How!” and partake of the 
corn bread, bacon anil beaus which, supplemented by 
the game meats procured by the handy rifleman of 
the house and vegetables from the garden, con- 
stituted our commissary. 

My father (Lysander W. Babbitt) was a native 
of New York State; was broilglit up on the “Old 
Ridge Road” not far from where roll the waves 
of Lake Ontario. He learned the trade of gunsmith 
at Loekport and, npon completing Ids apprentice- 
ship, antidipatodi Horace Greeley’s advice — “Go 
west, young man”— by removing to Cleveland. Ohio 
when' he set up his shop. After a brief sojourn 
in tile lakeside city he hied Dim onward to the lit- 
tle town of Flint Hills, on the west (right) hank 
of the Mississippi (now Burlington. Iowa), and 
established himself in business. 

IN LAND OF SACS AND FOXES. 

This little hamlet soon became too metropolitan 
for him. however, and lie sought relief in the wilds 
Leaving his shop and his family in care of friends 
accompanied by two adventurous companions, he 
went on expeditions of exploration to the headwaters 
of the River Des Moines — away up into the uncoiled 
Indian country where few white men had been be- 
fore, and for two winters engaged in hunting and 
trapping with St. Louis as the market for the pro- 
ducts. It was in this manner that he became ac- 
quainted with and learned to speak the language 
of the Sacs and Foxes and laid the foundation of the 
friendship heretofore mentioned. 

When flic lower lies Moines country was opened to 
settlement he trekked westward and built the little 
log cabin uimui a site which he had much admired 
during his visits to the section. He carried his 
tools with him and frequently used them in jobs 
of ordinary Idaeksmithing as well us in repairing 
the firearms of the pioneers. 

We removed from the cabin to a point selected as 
the site for the seat of justice for the proposed new 
county (presently named Knoxville), where for 
a time lie plied his trade, lint soon became interested 
in merchandising, milling and manufacturing, though 
lie never lost his love for the gun. He was one 
of the best rifle shots in the region and frequently 
killed ducks, wild pigeons anil other feathered game 
in flight. The double shotgun was then an un- 
known weapon in that locality. The old flintlock 
army musket, the heavy smoothbore, and an occa- 
sional bellmouthcd yager were the guns most com- 
monly in use. 

While living in the cabin on the Des Moines 
River, out of touch with other people, there was 
little to occupy my father’s leisure moments, so 
he amused himself by limiting and practicing target 
shooting with his rifle. Before I was two years 
old he used to aim tin- piece for me, tell me when 
to pull the trigger, and compliment me on m- innrk- 
manship. My first shot at a living object was in 
the early part of 1845. Ail old jim crow, uikhi 
a dry limb not far from our cabin, was “caw, 
caw, cawing” himself hoarse when, taking down 
the rifle, my father called me anil said; 

“Now, Boy, let’s kill that fellow.” 

Carefully sighting the gun he told me to pull. 

I pulled, and the crow departed in great haste. 

“Ah, we missed him,” said my father. 

“Yes,” I said, “liut we made him quit the 
place.” 

Afterward “made him quit the place” became a 
sort of by -phrase in our family whenever occasion 
arose where it might lie aptly used. With such a 
daddy and such training it was but natural that 
I should become devoted to the gun and a lover 
of all out doors. 

OYER THE PRAIRIE FOR GROUSE. 

After a few years at Knoxville we again moved 
westward over the beautiful rolling prairie land, 
flecked with the flowers of May, to the Mormon 
town of Kanes ville, on the Missouri River, within the 
recently vacated “Pottawattamie Indian Country,” 
the name of which had a few months before been 
decreed to Ik* Council Bluffs City. 

There, at a little more than ten years of age, I 
became the proud owner of a double shotgun and 
was carefully instructed in regard to handling it. 
It was not until three years later, however, that I 
was allowed to go hunting unless accompanied by 
my father, though in the meantime I had become 
a fairly expert wing shot. 

Western Ioiva or, as we called it, the “Missouri 
SIoim*.” was a great natural habitat for wild ani- 
mals and birds of game anil other specie. In the 
northern part dk (wapiti) were found in herds 
in the winter; the common red deer was plentiful 
the year round; rabbits and squirrels were there 
in numbers lieyouil reasonable requirements; wild 
turkeys bred by thousands; prairie chickens (pin- 
nated grouse) covered the entire open country; but 
the ruffled grouse was unknown. During twenty 
years of gunning in that region I never saw one 
of the latter nor heard of one being killed there, 
though they were common in other parts of the 
state, (juail were as numerous as they were tooth-, 
some, and tin* wood pigeon was there in great 
flocks. Me had some black liear; many wild (boh) 
cats; now and then a panther (puma, cougar or 
mountain lion, choose your own name for him); 
occasionally an ordinary lynx, and wolves of sev- 
eral varieties (mostly coyotes) more numerous 
than desirable. The streams and lakes abounded 
with fish and afforded homes for beaver, otter, 
mink and muskrats, while the ringtailed raccoon 
was omnipresent. 



I think that it may lie said without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction that, except in the more 
northerly breeding grounds or the far southern 
winter quarters, no place in the United States then 
afforded such opportunities for wild-fowl shooting 
as did the Missouri River Valley. Even now, when 
tve are so accustomed to talk in billions, it would 
la* folly to attempt to say what numbers of geese 
(including the several families of brant); ducks 
of many species; swan, pelican, sand-hill cranes, 
and other migratory water birds passed up and down 
that stream in their semi-annual travels. They 
were absolutely innumerable. Early western gun- 
ners paid no attention to woodcock, jack-snipe, cur- 
lew. or any of the plover family, though their 
number was beyond computation. 

COUNCIL BLUFFS AND MORMONS. 

Tin* city of Council Bluffs, now extending widely 
over the Missouri River bottom lands, developed 
from a Mormon settlement made in 1846 and origi- 
nally known as Miller’s Hollow, later officially 
known as Miller’s Hollow, later officially christ- 
ened Ivanesville by the “Saints.” located in a 
small valley among rugged bluffs that rise to 
heights of from one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty feet on either side of the little stream called 
Indian Creek. At distances ranging from one mile 
to two anil one half miles from the original settle- 
ment Mosquito Creek half encircled the site, on 
the east and south, flowing through a valley, vary- 
ing in width from a few hundred yards to upward 
of a mile, on each side of which arose bluffs or 
hills similar to those among which the old town 
nestled, and passed out to the river bottom through 
a narrow opening about a mile from the center 
of the town. 

The winter of 1850-57 was the most severe ex- 
perienced by the pioneer settlers in that region 
tnd it has not been equalled since. Snow fell 
larly in the season and accumitliiied from month 
to mouth until It reached an average level depth 
if from two feet to thirty inches, drifting in 
many places to such heights that one might drive 
iver the tops of farm fences without knowledge 
•f their existence. Cold rains, sleet and con- 
tinuous freezing temperatures formed a heavy 
crust on the snow of such strength that, save in 
spots where the hazel bushes or other growth 
came near the surface, one might safely walk ujioii 
it without the aid of snow shoes. Throughout 
the entire Missouri Slope this was known among 
the jieople for many years as "the winter of the 
deep snow.” The result, in so far as wild life was 
concerned, was the practical annihilation of the 
quail and almost total destruction of the wild 
tut keys and deer. The latter, unable to escape 
their enemies, because of plunging through the ice 
■rust when attempting to run, became easy vic- 
tims to the coyotes and other carnivorous animals 
as well as of brutal men who ran them down and. 
it; many instances, slew them with knives, hatchets 
uid axes. They were so starved and emaciated as 
to be almost useless for food purposes; yet men 
killed them for the mere enjoyment of the killing; 
•nd. after extracting the least had portions, either 
left the carcasses where they fell, threw them to 
the hogs or fed them to their yellow dogs. 

BIRDS BY THE MILLION. 

This mantle of ice and snow remained until 
late in the spring (a very unusual occurrence in 
that locality), and was snddenly removed by soft 
southern winds and warm rain torrential in char- 
acter. resulting in theretofore unlieard-of high 
freshets in all of the streams. The Mosquito Val- 
ley was submerged from Dill to hill for many 
miles along its course and thousands of bushels 
if corn, which had been left standing in the vnl 
ley fields" in shocks, as was the custom among the 
early farmers, were swept down the stream, 
spread over the valley bottoms and dc|M*sited 
inning the silt as the waters receded. This oc- 
curred at the very, time when the northward 
(light of the migratory waterfowl was at its 
height. 

The excellent feeding ground thus created was 
soon discovered by the birds, especially the ducks, 
and they swarmed to anil fro. into and out of the 
valley, from the little lakes dotted over the Mis- 
souri River bottoms and the sand bars in the 
river, wliefe their nights were spent. One con- 
tinuous stream coming and going from early dawn 
to dewy eve, all passing through the narrow gorge 
where the creek debouched uimui the plain, at such 
low elevation that there was no time — probably 
not one minute — during the live-long day when a 
gunner stationed near the creek, for half a mile 
ir more above the gorge, had not birds within his 
range. The whirring of the wings was like the 
rear of a wind storm. '• JSo numerous were the 
ducks, anil so closely packed in flight were they, 
cover for the shooter was of no consequence. 

Spring shouting was not then talsKi (more’s the 
pity) and those pioneers knew no better than to 
kill as many birds as they could, each striving to 
outdo tlie . other.. Ttiey had no thought, and would 
not Lave believed had suggestion to such effect 
been made, that the apparently inexhaustible sup- 
ply of ilueks could ever become extinguished. As 
i tie of the sinners I offer this poor apology, lame 
as it may uppear to those who may he unable to 
comprehend the situation as I have tried to pre- 
sent it. 

The wonderful fliglit, so unsatisfactorily ilescrilMol 
because of lack of vocabulary to adequately present 
the facts, continued for something like a week, dur- 
ing which theye were many gunners upon the ground. 
Then* were no breech- loading shotguns in that sec- 
tion then. A few had double barrels; some old- 
fashioned English single fowling pieces; others heavy 
smooth lwires, or discarded Harper's Ferry flintlock 
muskets altered to percussion fire, which latter was 
described in a magazine article recently published 
•is “about as shapely ns a crowbar; almost as heavy, 
and only a little more deadly at twenty yards.” 
Some* of the best equipped and most expert among 
the gunners participating in the massacre herein 
mentioned made n daily average bag of more than 
a hundred birds each during the period of the flight. 

HUNDRED DUCKS TO A BAG. 

One morning at about eight o’clock, when tlie op- 
portunity for murder was at the maximum, my 
father and I walked over the hills from our home, 
a little more than a mile from the upper end of the 
■shooting ground, to participate in tlie sport of 
which we had received glowing accounts. W e found 
1 immlier of shooters already there, so, selecting 
the most desirable unoccupied stands, we began 
firing into the passing throng of innocents. Ky 
eleven o’clock our supply of ammunition was ex- 
hausted and we were compelled to retire. Our lit- 
tle raid resulted in a joint hag of nearly one hun- 
dred ducks, chiefly redheads, of which number, it 
is perhaps superfluous to say, father was responsible 
for the greater share. 

Among those engaged' in killing that morning 

"ere \\ irks M and Sliep McF- — — ; tin* former a 

crack shot and tlie latter one of those who always 
carried a loaded flask on gunning tri|is — (and used 

itl. M was scoring at nearly every shot, while 

McF was missing with a regularity remarkable. 

After an hour or so, as one of M 'a birds was 

falling near McF , the latter fired at it right 

and left. 



“Here,” cried M . “Shep, why in the devil 

an* you shooting at my dead bird?” 

“Well, begad.” explained McF , “I’ve been 

shooting here all morning anil haven’t got a thing, 
.mil I wanted to hear something ilrap after I shot.” 

A mile or more below the |M>int where tlie Mos- 
quito emerged from the hills Pony Creek spread at 
the foot of the bluffs, forming a small lake and 
great marsh, wherein grew wild rice, celery and 
other delectable foods for aquatic binls, and this 
was a famous resort of wild geese and brant in ye 
olden time. I bagged six Canada geese there in 
less than one hour one late October morning. 

FORTY THOUSAND BRANT FLOCK. 

On the hillsides above the little lake the new 
grass shoots of early spring were tempting morsels 
for the birds, especially white brant. I have seen 
more than one hundred acres of this upland, black- 
ened as it was by late prairie fires, so covered l>y 
white lirant on a late afternoon in spring as to 
suggest, when viewed at a distance, that a recent 
snow storm had visited the siMit. llow many birds 
there were to the acre would la* difficult to esti- 
mate; |M*rhu!is forty thousand would not Im> an 
exaggeration. The flesh of these birds was inferior, 
hut they made an easy target and came down 
with a thud pleasing to the ear of the ruthless 
slayer, and were far less wary of the gunner than 
their great and wise gray cousins whose "honk, 
honk,” from high in the air, comes like a cheerful 
bugle call causing a tingle in the blood of the 
lover of shooting when first heard at the la-gin- 
ning of the season. 

It must not he assumed that all of the birds 
slaughtered as herein described were mere victims 
to the lust for killing. It was usual among the 
hunters of that early day to distribute a iMirtion 
of each day’s hag among non -shooting neighbors.. 
Much of the flesh was put ill pickle and preserved 
for winter use, and the feathers were conserved 
anil built into that old-fashioned family comfort 
known ns the feather bed. The wings from the 
larger birds afforded material for the purpose of 
dusters alMUit the home, occupying a place now 
supplied liy bristle brushes manufactured at great 
expense and requiring costly transportation. 

From my own shooting during several seasons, 
in the early sixties (before anil after marriage), 
were made a large feather bed and several bolsters 
and pillows such ns our daddies used, and some 
of those feathers are still doing duty in my home 
in the form of pillows, cushions, etc. My wife 
says that, in memory, she can yet feel tlie sore 
fingers acquired by the plucking.-— Charles H. Bab- 
bitt in Forest and Stream. 



OLD TIME “BOB CAT” HUNT 

A Fair of Good Fighters in the Bag After a 
Hot Time. 

One bright December morning found me about 
five milt's from home with my partner and bull- 
dog anil hound, writes Maurice Day in Hounds 
and Hunting. We were going up to the mountain 
for a goial cat hunt. We got to our destination 
about 8 o’clock. We let the hound loose and he 
hunted around a while, hut at last we heard 
Dim strike up his tune, then the old bulldog 
joined in tlie race. 

My hound’s name is Jack and the bulldog’s is Ted. 
Tlie hound ran a little while and then tlie dogs 
began to hark treed. The bulldog cut the hound 
off and they worked well together. They cornered 
tlie cat anil he had to take to a big maple tree. 
When we got in sight of him he came down the tree 
a ways ami then he gave a big jump ahont fif- 
teen feet. I let one shot go at him with my 22 
automatic Winchester, but missed him for sure. He 
ran up tlie mountain and down on tlie west side of 
it. I was hustling up to meet him and tlie first 
thing I knew he went almost between my legs. He 
went into some small cedars and I did not get a 
shot at him at all. The dogs came along in uhont 
two minutes. They were giving it to the old fel- 
low pretty hard, Imt he sure was a good runner. 
The dogs put him over the mountain again and he 
iMithercd them some, Imt they got straightened out 
after a little while. The hound went out of hearing 
of me. I was foaming a good bit, so I sat down 
on a stump. I sat there a while and the first 
tiling I knew a shot was fireil over to my left 
and a whoop sounded that took me off of the 
stump in uliout a second. He had conic down by 
my luirtner and he fired at him with his 38-40, 
but made a clean miss, the same as I had done. 

BULLDOG VS. WILD CAT. 

The next thing that I knew there was alMiut the 
worst noise I had ever heard come to my ears. 
The bulldog had been cutting the hound off and 
came face to face with the cat. Old Ted is an 
awful fighter and lie niuckleil to the old fellow, 
hut he got away from him anil went up a spruce 
tree. I was on the scene about that time and my 
partner also. He let a shot go at him witli his 
38-40 anil I with my 22 automatic. We wounded 
him but not much. I shot at him when lie was 
looking at me and liit him in tlie head and he 
tumbled down as calm as a cucumber. The hound 
had got there and they shook him out some, lie 
was an old-timer, for he -had scars on him of all 
kinds. We built a fire and laid a lunch ami a rest. 
In about two hours we started out again. We found 
a small eat track on the other side and let the dogs 
go. They treed him in about forty minutes and we 
dropis'd Dim in quick time. That made two for us. 
We thought tlie dogs had ruu enough for that day. 
so we put the chains on them anil started for 
home. When we got down in the swamp on the 
south side we shot three bunnies for our supper and 
that ended our joyful liunt. I do not mean to make 
you believe that ail of our hunts were as good 
as that one. I have gone several times wheu I did 
not even see a red squirrel. 

WAR SAVINGS STAMPS LIMIT MODIFIED 

According to an announcement yesterday from 
the United States Treasury Department the 
limit of $1,000 of Mar Savings Stamps that may lie 
purchased by one person at one time has been re- 
moved. Also, the amount of stumps that may lie 
held by one iierson at one time has been modified 
so that the $1,000 limit now applies only to the 

1918 issue. One person holding $1,000 of the cur- 
rent series may also buy anil hold $1,000 of the 

1919 series which is soon to be issued. Including 
tlie cash received up to the beginning of the Liberty 
Loan drive, the total treasury receipts from the 
sale of War Savings Stamps were $750,467,582.11. 
This represents the purchase of stumps to the total 
maturity value of approximately $902,000,305.00.

CATSKILL DEER HUNTING SEASON 

Thirteen days are permitted for hunting wild 
deer < bucks) in the Catskills (excluding Sundays), 
la-ginning Xoveinlier 1 and closing on November 15 
at sunset. 

The hunting country comprises t'lster County and 
the towns of Xeversink. Cocheeton, Tusten, High- 
land, Luaiherland. Korestburg and Bethel and all 
that section of the towns of Mamakating and Tlionip- 
soii lying south of the Newburgh and Cocheeton 
turnpike in Sullivan County and the town of Deer 
Dark in Orange County. 

Tlie limit is two bucks. A hunting license is 
nos-ssary. The charge to the resident is $1.10 
and tlie lion-resident 810.50. 

The hunting season for deer in the Adirondacks 
has been o|M*n sin<-e Qctotier 1. Tlie same is true 
of Columbia. Dutchess and Rensselaer Counties, 
where the owner or lessee or immediate family is 
(lermittcd to take one deer in a season. 



In his quiet home on Clarkson avenue, after years 
of retirement from business as an expert account- 
ant, at the age of 71’. Frederick Meyer died.- lie 
had been the last survived- of a party of niueteen 
persona who managed to get souu- provisions from 
the wrecked Polaris, at Littleton Island, onto an 
ice floe, and drifted for five months, 1,500 miles, 
till picked up off the coast of Labrador. We sup- 
pose' that experience is unique, though arctic ex- 
ploration has led to many hardships for the ex- 
plorers. 

The Polaris, which started out in 1871, was a 
United States naval vessel, not well fitted for her 
work. The commander was Captain Charles F. 
Hall, who in 1802 had been in an expedition to 
trace the fate of Franklin’s party and' had written 
a book almut it. There is reason to believe that 
Hall, an enthusiast, was nevertheless without the 
scientific knowledge that, an arctic commander 
needs, though lie had the aggressive spirit of a 
pioneer. Mr. Meyer went with Hall as meteorolo- 
gist. A native of Darmstadt, he had come to this 
continent as a lieutenant in Maximilian’s army in 
Mexico, but had quit to spend five years in the 
United States Army, and was weather observer in 
St. Louis just before startiug on the polar trip. 

The Polaris, ill fated as she was, is credited 
with adding to the mapped surface of Greenland 
and Grinnell’s Land two degrees of latitude farther 
north. Her voyage is not one of the great inci- 
dents of arctic research, but it is one that will be 
a permanent part of the history of such research. 
Mr. Meyer, after his experience in Mexico, in our 
southwest and off Greenland, was satisfied to lead 
a business life in this American metropolis and 
abandoned adventure. Perhaps nothing could have 
tempted him to go into another bit of arctic ex- 
ploration. — Brooklyn Eagle. 



“DUCK DISEASE” IN CALIFORNIA 

Sail Francisco. Cal., October 23. — Thousands of 
ducks from the rice fields are afflicted with 
“duck disease.” according to reports reaching the 
State Fish and Game Compiission office here, and 
they are unfit for food. Deputies in the northern 
part of the state found 300 limits of ducks aban- 
doned by hunters on opening day. The hunters 
discovered, after they had killed the birds, that 
they were not fit to eat and threw them away. 

The sick ducks are found on the drainage lakes 
near the rice fields. The water is alkali and is 
fatal to the birds. The rice land is strongly alka- 
li. and after the rice is planted the land is flooded. 
This water is run off into drainage lakes, and the 
ducks that gathered there got the disease. 

Three sick ducks were brought (o San Francisco 
alive for examination, and two of them died soon 
after reaching here. They were examined by Dr. 
II. C. Bryant of the University of California, and 
Dr. Wilbur of the Department of Agriculture, and 
they quickly diagnosed the disease. It is a recur- 
rence of the trouble of 1912 and 1913, when thou- 
sands of ducks died of this disease. 

About that time (100,000 wild ducks died from 
drinking alkali water around Salt Luke City. 

Ducks around Buena Vista Like and Tulare Like 
are badly affected, according to reports. 

This will spoil many a hunting party planned 
for the northern part of tlie state.
